Ford InTeMtigatiriK committea of eongrsas 
made a iniitiiiKht visit Thumday ni^ht to 
tha wretched slums in tha Italian quarter to 
gala a parsonal knawladge of the destitution 
exiaUac among thoaa miMniUa paopla. Thay 
wara aaoortad by dataallTaa to tba honaa. 116 
Mulberry street There they forced an en- 
tranee, despite tha unwilling proprioior, and 
Bucended the rickety stairs Iso the hell holes 
above. Men were found hideously dirty and 
some naked, huddled in the rooms. Five 
Italian women In ona cubbyhole sprang up 
In display when tha committee entarad. A 
powerful stench aroaa on all tides. 

In an adjoining oubbyhcda was found five 
women. They sprang up from their rude 
couch when awakanad by tba sudden linht, 
and uttered pltaous crooning cries of sur- 
prise. Whan tiulr fears were quieted, tlu y 
gaaad about thaia with wild dismay. Tboy 
claapad tbalr babies in their arms with a 
ferror that waa positiv Wy pitiable. Tbei-« 
wara thraa of tba "Bamb na. " Nona of them 
waa orar a fortnight old. Ona of than had 
had opanad ita ayaa to tha light of Ufa but 
thraa days aga Its motbar waa a rarely 
beautiful woman of aaTaotaan years. This 
laatohlld, aha told tba lalirpratar, waa bar 
fonrth.

•tale beer cellars were aglow with light and 
up the slimy atairways, debauching oa tbe 
sidewalks, canM tba vllaat tobacco smoka. 

Then thay want into an old atala bear dire, 
with greasy walla and baapa of dirt in the 
corners. It was hardly eight feet square. 
On the floor lay two full grown man, who 
gruiit4'4l at being disturbed, and then satt lo d 
over ujd went to sleep.

A second within was enough. A glance 
showed that the sleeping "beauties" were 
Italians <>( tbe lowest order. Right behind 
this stinkinx room with its eight human he- 
ini;s, was one hurse in a well built stable, 
twice the size of the room and iiiiiiienMiia' 
bly cleaner. Close by was ouother room 
filled with shovels, men, old bones, women 
and bundles of dirty rags. It, too, was 
closed up ao tightly that uot a breath of air 
aou Id get in. 

A long row of Italians fast asleep on the 
cold stones or on ba^^, stretobed the whole 
length of the two houses. One of them, half 
awake, made a Iclck at the detective as ha 
passed, but reaiiiiflg what he had done, got 
on his knoe.. and begged for mercy. Tbe 
taatiraony, taken down by the light of the 
det.ective'H lantern amid such turronndings, 
with a score of duped, hungry looking 
Italians grouped about on the stones, made 
a deep impression «n the eommitteemen. 

Otber buildings near by were invesiigat<yl 
with similar result. Everywhere were men 
without work. They said they liv«»d hy 
their wits, which meant by theft and men- 
dacity. 

"Better here than ia Italy r asked one 
congressman.

tba only reply. 

Tha Italians oallad themselves "mules, 
burros, foola, doga" They bad bean deluded 
by the agents— Fadroaaa. 

"This is AS terrible as the worst parts of 
the (.'binese quarter in San Francisco," said 
CoL Morrow, when he go a few long breaths 
afhv'ragaining the street.

She brlaos adviom giving tba partieulars 
of tha aaaanto ia Baool, tba oapital of Corea, 
which occurred oa June iM). It originated 
in the revival ot tbe abaurd rumors directed 
against foreigners. 

The Gazette stetee that some Chintwe 
spread a report that a number of Corenn 
ohildren bad been ptux>based by American 
missionaries, put to death and boiled for 
medioina This report greatly excited the 
natives, and the government, anticipating 
an outbreak, took tha precaution of calling 
in tbe missionaiiaa from tba country dis- 
tricte and placed them ia an out of the way 
place for aafety. Nine Corean officials who 
wara diargad with consummating the sale of 
the childraa ware siezed by the infuriated 
populace and put to death by decapitetioa 
Tha execution took place in tbe public street 

News ot tha outbreak was aent by tba. 
foraiga redden u at Seoul to Chemulpo to 
tbe oom menders of the foreign war vessels 
there and aasistenoe requested. On tbe night 
oC tha 19th iiist., tbe men ot war, Essex, 
Amarleau, and the Aspac, French, and a Rus- 
sian oniiaar landed three detachmento of 
men, who proceeded in separate bodies te 
Seoul to protest to the authoritioa there.
